So me o f the v erv o nes who a few weeks a g o 
were insistent o n the sa me questio n being v o ted

litical activities until finally the development ■ 
o f the war, and the changing political scenes 
placed him at the head of the French govern- j 
inent. 
At this time he had passed the unusually ; 
alloted age of man. 
H e was 76 years old. H e 
put such force and power into the government s 
activities that he is given a tremendous amount 
o f credit in the winning of the war. 
He was 
the principal factor in the selection of Foch as 
the generalissimo of all the Allied forces. 
Clemenceau's interests were primarily those 
o f the nation. 
He was a loyal son of b ranee. 
He loved w hat France loved and he hated what 
France hated. 
D uring the arranging of the 
treaty of peace at Versailles, Clemenceau clash­ 
ed with President Wilson, for the “tiger’’ de­ 
termined to have the last pound of flesh from 
the Germans, and he got what he was after. 
He undoubtedly had hoped and expected as his 
reward for fighting F rances battles, that he 
would be made President of France, and lead 
a q uiet life full of honor for w hat he had done. 
But the French people were through with war, 
and with those who embodied it in their per­ 
sonalities. 
W ithout doubt while he never ex­ 
pressed it, Clemenceau was slightly bittered. He 
went into a life of retirement, as much as a 
man of his virile nature could. 
W e had the privilege of interviewing him 
four years ago, and have the vision before us 
now as we met him in his library. 
H is large 
head, his skull cap, his piercing but friendly 
eyes, his pleasing smile, his amiability, his 
characterization of President W ilson, as he said, 
“I liked him, though we did not always agree. 
He did not exactly understand or judge rightly 
of the sentiment of the French people, nor of 
thv American people, I should judge by the 
election.” 
H e looked upon the world as a great fight. 
H e was a gladiator in constant training. 
He 
always had his face to the foe, ready for the 
fray, standing erect, and it is in this posture 
that he will be buried, “standing up” as he said ; 
“like a man.” 
W hile we believe that he was not out of 
sympathy with the movements in the world 
for peace, yet Clemenceau by his nature and 
his history could not have been a great factor 
in these. 
H is was a different age. 
H e made 
his contribution in his own way, with an in­ 
dividualism 
strangely 
mixed 
with 
socialistic 
ideals. 
He will be admired and loved more as the 
vears pass, and the asperities and bitterness of

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actual leaders in this program for further in­ 
vestigation. 
We believ e that they are insist­ 
ing upon this investigation in good faith tor 
thev realize the necessity of so doing. 
It is 
q uite significant that this change has been made, 
tor it is a complete vindication of those who 
have insisted from the beginning that there 
was not adeq uate investigation, particularly on 
the upper Prado site. 
The various actions that are taking place are 
indicative constantly of a better understanding 
and a more complete get-together spirit. At the 
time of the bond election, we were hoping that 
the q uestion would there and then be settled, 
and while we had our doubts of the plan being 
the best one. and expressed such doubts, yet we 
did believe that it was the only hope of getting 
together on any program. Hence we urged the 
vote for the proposal, and voted for it ourselves. 
We are glad, in the light of all the facts which 
have been brought out and the conditions which 
exist, that we were defeated at that time. 
Through the open discussions and the addition­ 
al addenda brought about by surveys furnished 
by members of the committee investigation, the 
people are much more conversant with all the 
facts in relation to the engineering and legal 
phases of the sites than they ever were before. 
More than this, the slide at the San Gabriel 
dam site, together with the reports of engineers 
on the faults and the amount of money which 
has already been spent, and the complications 
which have added due to contracts made is an 
illustration which hardly needs emphasis to 
suggest to us that we cannot be too cautious in 
, 
such a tremendous undertaking. 
It appears his persona, attitude pass with them. 
that the amount originally called for in the 
building of the San Gabriel dam was about 
the same amount as planned for the dam in the 
Santa Ana canyon, some $16,508 ,000. 
This 
amount of sixteen million dollars has swollen 
i in the San Gabriel dam site to actually $66,- 
750,000. 
$25,000,000 of this was for the cer­ 
tain Forks site, which has been condemned. 
It is to be hoped that further investigation 
and surveys will be made so thoroughly that 
there will be no doubt in the minds of those 
who are studying the m atter that the final 
plan will be wise. 
This will inspire faith in 
the people that the money spent will neither 
prove an injury or be wasted. 
It is entirely 
possible that a program can be worked out 
which will avoid the expense and danger which 
a verv high dam will entail. 
A series of lower 
ones for checking the flow may be found to ac­ 
complish the purpose, as well as probably be 
better, and if this could be done as cheaply it 
would be much more satisfactory. 
But in any case we should be thankful that 
serious harm has not been done, and we still 
have the opportunity for a thorough investiga­ 
tion that is needed before action will be taken. 
The wisdom of the suggestion in the resolution 
that engineers be employed who have had no 
patt in this controversy is perfectly apparent. 
We are not by any means converted to the 
idea that any body of men other than our of­ 
ficials should assume the responsibility of di­ 
recting how our public work should be done. 
D ata which may be helpful for the purpose of 
arriving at a conclusion should be furnished. 
T hat the m ajority of the committee has given 
the public. 
We believe that data is of much 
more value than directory resolutions assuming 
responsibility for any particular line of action. 
This is for our regularly constituted officials to 
determine, and outside belies cannot take the 
responsibility for the action. 
W e believe that all the people who have the 
interest of Orange county at heart are becom­ 
ing more and more united in obtaining the ends 
sought of water conservation and flood con­ 
trol, adeq uate, complete and at the most reason­ 
able figure.

Texas, telling of the execution by 
a mob. of a crim inal who had w ounded a prison 
officer, in an attem pted jail break. 
T he coarse 
badinage of 
the

executions, th eir clum siness, w hich really necessi­ 
tated a double execution, and th eir brutality, even 
though 
directed 
tow’ard 
one 
little 
deserving 
of 
m ercy or consideration, reads like a story of an 
ancient reign 
of terror, ra th e r than a n account 
of som ething that really happened y esterday in a 
country claim ing to be civilized. 
Condemned to die because of his part in a bank 
robbery, the m ob’s victim w as w aiting a sanity test 
and m ade an unsuccessful a tte m pt to break out of 
prison, w ounding a guard in his dash for freedom . 
A fore* of 200 men surrounded the Jail, overpow ­ 
ered the Jailer w hen he refused to surrender his 
prisoner, and took th e latter Into custody. 
On their first effort to hang him , the rope broke 
and the poor w retch fell to the ground. 
A w ait of 
15 m inutes occurred w hile a new rope w as produced 
and again the mob pulled on it, raising th eir victim 
in the air. 
A t th e suggestion th a t he m ight w ant to talk, 
the w retch w as lowered to the ground, but being 
unable to understand w hat he attem pted to say, 
th e m ob dem anded action. 
T h is tim e th e victim 
rem ained aloft until he w as dead. 
From all accounts the m ob’s victim richly m erit­ 
ed death, but he m erited it in an orderly and legal 
m anner, not a t the hands of the mob nor the th ou­ 
sand 
spectators 
who 
w atched 
th eir 
w ork. 
T he 
course taken by the mob is only a confession of th eir 
ow n w eakness and the w eakness of T exas. 
T here 
a re courts in T exas, supported by the taxes the 
people pay. 
If those in charge of the courts are 
dilatory or rem iss in their duties, th ere is a legal 
m ethod of rem oving them . 
T h ere is no justification for resorting to lynch 
law. 
W hen m en take th e law Into th eir own hands, 
th ey defeat its purpose. 
The g reatest harm He* 
in th e bad exam ple a lynching sets to all who pa r­ 
ticipate in or observe it. 
T hey a re potential tim ber 
for new m obs and new lynchings, for those who 
can participate in or w atch such an affair, a re 
lacking in the m oral fibre necessary for a proper 
respect for th e law . 
Y esterday’s mob would undoubtedly consider th em ­ 
selves loyal T exans. 
They 
a re not, for they 
b e­ 
tray ed th eir state and dragged her 
honor 
in the 
dust.
